The  rich  copper  ore  lately  discovered  tt 
the  South  end  of  Queen  Charlotte'*  bland, 
which  the  discoverer*  intend  to  work  imme- 
diately, may  be  taken  as  the  commencement 
of  the  mineral  industry  of  the  Northwest 
coast.  The  copper  discoveries  at  Alberni, 
at  Cowichao,  and  at  other  places,  are  addi- 
tional guarantees  of  the  wide-spread  mineral 
deposits  in  our  country  ;  and  in  a  short  lime 
instead  of  one  company  or  so  engaged  in 
copper  mining,  instead  of  five  or  six  vessels 
being  our  whole  Northwest  trading  fleet, 
there  will  be  scores  of  companies,  and  hun- 
dreds  of  coasters  with  a  proportionate  num- 
ber of  foreign-going  vowels. 

There  is  nothing,  however,  like  gold  to 
give  an  impetus  to  the  developement  of  the 
industrial  resources  of  any  country.  Where 
ever  it  is  found  in  paying  qualities  ther< 
ill  go.

The  Brother  Jonathan  brings  us  the  on- 
weloomed  and  unexpected  intelligence  of 
the  death  of  the  Prince  Consort.

Bonded  Warehouses  in  Ban  Francisco. 

Tbe  injurious  effects  of  the  Morrill  Tariff 
upon  the  trade  of  San  Francisco  has  already 
been  felt.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  have 
taken  the  matter  up  and  sent  a  petition  to 
Congress  setting  forth  the  evils  under  which 
the  commerce  of  that  city  labors  from  the 
present  working  of  the  Bonded  Warehouse 
system  as  regards  foreign  merchandize. 
Prior  to  tbe  adoption  of  the  Morrill  Tariff,for- 
eign  merchandize  intended  for  consumption 
in  tbe  United  States  could  be  bonded  for 
three  years.  Under  the  Morrill  Tariff  foreign 
merchandise  ean  only  be  bonded  three 
months.  What  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  then  complain  of  is  the  short- 
oess  of  the  time  in  which  foreign  merchan- 
dize can  be  in  bond.  The  memorial  sets 
forth,  saya  the  Bulletin : 

"  That  San  Francisco  ia  by  position  end  acquired 
resources  the  great  warehousing  and  distributing 
port  of  the  Pacific ;  /that  the  demands  of  the  coun- 
tries bordering  upon  that  oeean,  for  European 
manufacturera^etc,  have  hitherto  been  aupplied 
by  direct  importations  from  Europe,  occasioning 
delay  of  nearly  or  quite  one  year  from  time  of 
sending  order  to  ttroe  of  receiving  goods ;  that 


policy  for  British  aud  foreign  merutiuiits  to 
make  this  their  headquarters,  not  merely  to 
supply  our  domestic  consumption  with 
foreign  Merchandise,  but  to  snpplv  all  those 
countries  bordering  on  the  Pacific,  San  Fran- 
cisco included.  San  Francisco  will  never 
resort  to  the  free  trade  policy.  If  independ- 
ent of  tbe  Union,  she  would  do  so  gladly  : 
but  Federal  connection,  stamp  her  com- 
merce  with  a  protection  policy,  from  which 
there  con  be  no  release  short  of  revolution. 
Protection  tariff*  will  make  foreign  goods 
dearer  there  than  here,  and  consequent! 
gives  ns  a  material  advantage  in  all  the 
countries  of  the  Pacific.  Even  American 
produce  and  manufactures  '"an  be  laid  down 
as  cheaply  here  from  Atlantic  ports  as  at  San 
Francisco.  Thus  may  be  centred  the  mer- 
chandise of  Europe'  and  America  in  our 
free  port,  with  great  pecuniary  advantages 
to  all  consumers  in  countr  es  '

Trade  of  the  Northwest  Coast. 


The  discovery  of  rich  gold  diggings  in  the 
Stickeen  river  country  opens  up   a  new 
branch  of  trade  on  the  Northwest  Coast. 
At  present  only  three  or  four  points  on  our 
whole  line  of  coast  are  occupied  or  indicated 
at  trading  centres.    First  in  importance  is 
Victoria,  to  which  Nanaimo  and  New  West 
eainster  are  secondary.    Next  are  Fort  Ru 
pert  and  Fort  Simpson  engaged  in  trading 
for  furs  and  oil  with  the  Indians.  Lastly 
we  have  two  projected  channels  of  trade  : 
one  eta  Bote  Inlet,  tbe  other  via  the  North 
Bentir.ck  Arm  into  the  interior.    At  both  of 
these  projected  routes  the  first  cargo  of 
goods  baa  yet  to  be  landed,  and  over  both 
trails  tbe  first  pack  train  has  yet  to  pass 
Whatever  they  may  amount  to,  for  praetioa 
purposes,  they  cannot  be  counted  on  except 
as  probable  routes  of  tbe  Northwest  Coast 
trade,  dependent  on  this  town.    When  these 
coast  routes  to  the  mines  will  be  turned  to 
apraotioal  account,  we  shall  not  predict, 
but  in  our  judgment,  it  is  only  a  matter 
of  time.    The  present  year,  in  all  proba- 
bility, will  see  goods  landed  at  each  port 
aad  paek  trains  passing  over  each  route. 
But  neither  route  is  likely  to  exert  much 
influence  on  the  trade  via  Fraser  river  be- 
fore '63.   Then  the  real  test  will  be  applied, 
whether  Fraser  river  will  supply  the  north- 
ern mines  or  Bentinck  Arm  and  Bute  Inle». 
or  even  some  more  northern  port?  The 
way  in  which  our  mines  are  spreading  north 
.  indicate  the  opening  of  some  practicable 
coast  route  into  the  inferior.    We  regard  it 
as  a  certainty. 

Our  trade  on  the  Northwest  coast,  not  in- 
cluding New  Westminster  and  the  coal 
trade  of  Nanaimo,  is  represented  by  tbe 
steamer  Labeochere  and  about  five  or  six 
schooners.  All  these  vessels  are  engaged 
in  trading  for 'furs,  oils,  Ire.  with  the  coast 
Indians.  Every  year  this  trade  will  be  sub- 
jected to  greater  competition  till  the  Indian 
is  exterminated  and  the  white  man  fills  his 
place,  making  the  trade  still  more  productive. 
On  the  minerals  situated  on  the  coast 
and  tbe  transportation  of  goods  into  the 
Interior  will  depend  our  chief  trade  with  the 


ntraction  of  the  treaty.    With  a  few  British 
men-o'-war  there,  the  Russian  griffin  would 
become  very  polite.    But  even  if  a  little 
difficulty  did  occur,  we  could  all  the  sooner 
get  back  the  strip  of  Russian  territory 
stretching  from  Portland  Canal,  near  Fort 
Simpson,  to  the  141st  degree  of  west  longi- 
tude.   With  a  gold  country  behind,  we  must 
have  the  coast;  andtven  if  negotiation  does 
not  quietly  cede  it  to  us,  we  must  have  the 
coast  by  hook  or  by  crook.    A  few  j  ears  ago 
a  bill  was  introduced  into  the  Imperial  Par- 
liament to  provide  for  the  administration  of 
justice  in  the  Stickeen  country,  which  may 
be  described,  in  the  absence  of  a  better 
name,  as  bounded  on  the  west  by  tbe  Rus- 
sian possessions,  on  the  north  by  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  on  the  east  by  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
and  on  the  south  by  British  Columbia.  If 
our  Government  stirs  itself  lb  briog  the  mat- 
ter to  the  notice  of  the  Home  Government, 
this  territory  will  either  be  annexed  to  Brit- 
ish Columbia  or,,  constituted  into  a  colony 
before  next  spring.    Something  ought  to  be 
done  in  the  premises  at  once,-  so  that  the 
instructions  may  be  on  hand  for  civil  and 
naval  authorities,  in  case  the  Sitka  people 
should  attempt  to  disturb  our  traders  or 
miners  in  the  Stickeen  country.    Our  trade 
in  this  new  field  of  industry  demands  prompt 
action  on  the  part  of  our  local  Government. 
We  don't  want  it  disturbed  by  a  Russian 
growl.    But  were  the  question  raised  as  to 
our  right  to  navigate  the  Stickeen  with  light 
draft  steamers,  and  wero  we  stopped  for  a 
time,  it  would  not  interfere  very  materially 
with  our  trade  ;  for  we  cohld  carry  our  goods 
up  to  the  head  ot  Portland  Canal,  and  from 
there  it  is  only  a  day  or  a  day  and  a  half's 
journey  on  foot  to  the  British  portion  of 
Stiokeen  river.   The  Indians  cross  and  re- 
cross  all  the  time.

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  states  that  a 
decline  iu  foreign  imports  has  taken  place 
in  consequence  of  the  duties  having  to  be 
paid  within  three  months.

It  is  not  too  much  so  say  tbat  thousands  of  i 
in  this  city  are  preparing  to  start  in  the  opening 
of  spring  for  the  Salmon  River  and  Cariboo  mines, 
Will  our  people  never  learn  wisdom  from  expe- 
rience? Have  they  already  forgotten  the  miserable 
Fraser  River  hoax,  when  tens  of  thousands  of  in- 
dustrious working  men  left  the  comforts  of  a  home 
and  streamed  away  iuto  the  inhospitable  wilda  of 
the  North  to  aeek  for  treasures  which  were  never 
revealed  i   But  lime,  it  seems,  wears  sway  all  im- 
pressions, boweter  viewed  at  first,  and  the  victims 
of  ISog  are  ready  to  sacrifice  themselves  in  1862  to 
the  myth  of  the  Northern  Rl  Dorado.    It  may  be 
anawered  that  this  time  it  is  no  hoax :  that  the  evi- 
dences are  incontrovertible ;    that  the  proofs  of 
rich  mines  are  at  hand  and  that  thousands  of  men 
have  brought  back  with  them  the  golden  treasures 
which  attest  to  the  wealth  of  the  new  gold  fields. 
But  remember,  O  deluded  adventurer,  that  the 
same  syren  song  waa  aung  in  the  openinq  of  the 
Kraser'humbug,    Bear  in  mind  the  reliable  tales, 
the  atoriea  from  unquestionable  sources,  the  •'  hon- 
est miners"  who  had  then,  as  "now  made  their 
••  piles."   Look  back  over  the  files  of  the  press  in 
the  early  part  of  that  memorable  year  and  sea 
what  "well  authentic <ted"  yarns  were  sent  from 
the  North  to  coax  thither  a  flood  of  immigration 
from  California.    Believe  it,  these  things  arp  peri- 
odical. There  are  shrewd  speculators  in  the  North, 
now  interested  in  steamboats  and  other  operations, 
whose  fortunes  or  very  existence  depends  upon 
the  success  of  just  such  canard*.    Without  such 
an  excitement,  in  a  few  years  they  would  be  ruined, 
and  trade  would  collapse.    How  east  it  is  to  coin 
the  most  absurd  stories  of  great  gold 
counting  on  that  strange  passion  of  hui 
go  by  flu  and  starts  and  in  multitudes,  lure 
sands  on  to  chagrin  and  diaappointment.

This 
is  a  great  disappointment  to  Ann 
But  it  will,  no  doubt,  have  an  excellent 
effect.    It  affords  a  guarantee  that  tbe  inter- 
national difficulties  that  cannot  fail  to  grow 
up  now  and  then  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain  whilst  the  oivil  war  is 
pending  will  not- be  suddenly  referred  to  the 
arbitrament  of  war. 

Military  stores  are  accumulating  at  Hali- 
fax, and  the  garrison  there  angmented  by 
additional  regiments.

When  the  St.  Lawrence  opens  in 
March  or  April,  no  doubt  a  much  larger 
force  will  be  sent  to  Canada.   Though  the 
American  press  professes  to  feel  sore  at  the 
liberation  of  Mason  and  Slidell,  and  threat- 
ens what  it  will  do  some  other  time,  the 
probabilities  now  are  that  the  civil  war 
will  be  brought  to  a  close  by  the  Northern 
States  without  a  collision  with  foreign 
powers.

Ho  Confidence  in  the  Exeoutire. 

We  defy  any  one  to  read  the  spirited 
resolutions  of  the  Legislative  Council— pub- 
lished elsewhere  in  this   issue— without 
coming  to  the  sole  conclusion    that  the 
Council   has  passed  a   vote  of  want  of 
confidence,   in   the    Executive.     No  one 
can  evade   this  conclusion   if  they  read 
the  document  carefully  through.  Neither 
can  any  one  doubt  that  the  Council  reso- 
lutions, which  now   become  public  prop- 
erty, are  among  the  strongest  protests  that 
have  yet  been  made  in  the  colony  against 
the  irresponsible,  unbusiness  like  and  dan- 
gerous financial  policy  of  the  Executive. 
The  Counoil,  in  language  which  admits  of 
no  two  meanings,  distinctly  denounces  the 
Executive  for  expending  money  before  it 
has  been  authorized  by  a  bill  of  supply; 
they  condemn  the  recent  sending  of  Mr. 
Cary  to  subsidize  a  steamboat  before  the 
Executive  was  authorised  to  do  s»  by  legis- 
lative enactment;  and  they  assert  that  whilst 
they  seriously  object  to  the  conduct  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive, their  only  reason  for  passing  the  bill 
of  supply  is  a  desire  to  maintain  the  credit 
of  the  country  abroad.  .  We  are  left  then  to 
conclude  that  if  Mr.  Cary  had  no<  been  posted 
off  on  the  Brother  Jonathan  the  whole  finan- 
cial policy  would  have  tumbled  about  the 
ears  of  the  Government.. 

It  has  long  been  a  matter  of  wonder  how 
such  practical  business  men  as  Mr.  Finlay- 
son  and  Mr.  Kraser,  or  even  Mr,  Cameron, 
could  sit  by  month  after  month  and  see  the 
affairs  of  the  country  mis-managed.  How 
they  could  see  a  financial  juggler  and  his 
treaties  spend  money  before  it  was  author 
ized,  and  yet  not  remonstrate.    But  default 
after  default;  sending  a  blunderer,  if  not  a, 
schemer,  to  run  the  colony  into  debt  without 
the  sanction  of  Jaw— a  blacksmith  to  judge 
jewelry;  and  packing  the  council  with  i 
trusty,  has,  we  hope,  knocked  the  soales  off 
their  eyes  to  see  the  necessity  of  inaugurating 
a  different— n  practical  policy  hereafter. 

However  we  may  differ  with  the  Council 
as  to  the  wisdom  of  subsidizing  steamers  as 
a  temporary  and  precautionary  measure,  we 
cannot  deny  them  the  credit  of  Bpeaking 
plainly  public  sentiment  as  to  the  "  irregular 
and  unconstitutional"  habit  ot  the  Execu- 
tive in  anticipating  and  expending  the 
public  revenue  without  the  sanction  of  law. 
Ia  all  Governments  finnncinl  responsibility 
baa  occasionally  to  be  taken.    But  if  taken 
without  being  authorized  by  bill  of  supply, 
necessity  sanctions  the  exception.    Here  the 
exception  of  other  Governments  is  the  rule  ; 
and  the  rule  of  constitutional  Colonies  is  the 
exception   here.    The  Council  has  conse- 
quently done  the  country  a  great  service- 
perhaps  a  timely  service.    It  has  not  only 
admonished  the  Assembly  as  a  whole,  but 
it  has  passed  a  vote  of  a  want  cl  conldence 
in  that  section  of  the  Assembly  that  repre- 
1      sents  the  government.    It  has  condemned 
the  Executive.   The  Executive  is  the  Gov- 
ernor, aided  by  the  Attorney  General.  If 
language  be  an  index  of  purpose  and  feeling 
the  resolutions  of  the  Council  go  further  thsn 
a  warning  to  avoid  past  Governmental 
errors.    They  are  a  blow  struck   at  the 
Execulive-in  Chief.    They  are  a  significant 
hiut  that  men  with  a  stake  in  the  country 
are  nut  to  be  rode  over  much  longer  by  in- 
experienced    nobodies,     and    that  new 
«  law   lords "  have  to  be  made  out  of 
better  material.    Besides  the  want  of  con- 
fidence in  the  Execnlive,   the  resolution 
iadic.itefa  future  struggle^  to  the  financial 
policy  of  the  country  hereafter.  Steamboat 
subsidies  sre  emphatically  ignored  ;  and  if 
in  the  financial  budget  of  18G2  a  steam 
subsidy  be  found,  it  will  scarcely  pass  the 
Council  without  altering  the  number  of  its 
members.    If  the  latter 
i  .will  have  io  resign.

Shall  Judloiid  FunctionarieB  Consult  the 
Government? 

The  independence  of  British  judges  in 
modern  time*  has  become  a  national  boast. 
Wo  point  to  this  distinguished  class  of  pub- 
lic servants  as  a  olaaa  independent  of  the 
Crown  and  independent   of  the  people 
Neither  the  base  nor   the  apex  of  the 
pyramid  of  society  has  to  be  consulted 
by  them.    Neither  the  mob  nor  the  prince 
have  to  be  courted  before  delivering  their 
judgment    Nothing  but  the  facts—the  evi- 
dence delivered  in  court— to   the  rigid 
exclusion  of  everything  extraneous-guide 
them  in  administering  the  law.  Whether 
thejudge  sets  in  the  highest  courts  of  the 
realm,  or  holds  the  important  but  compar- 
atively hnmble  court  of  a  stipendiary  magis- 
trate, such  is  the  general  rule.    We  address 
ourselves  to  the  exception. 

No  longer  than  a  week  or  so  ago 
application  was  made  to  our  stipendiary 
magistrate  to  allow   bail  to  be   put  in 
for  a  prisoner  who  after  examination  was 
ordered    to  be  committed.     It  matters 
not  who  the  prisoner  was,  nor  what  the  exact 
•ature  of  his  offence— whether  misdemeanor 
«r  felony ;  guilty  or  not  guilty.  Neither 
•have  we  the  wish  nor  the  intention  to  ^li*- 
oaoe  the  pro* .  and  cons  or  eater  into  the 
aotttsi  merits  of  the  prisoner's  ease.   Let  the 
.case  ©ome  up  in  due  time  in  a  competent 
tribunal  to  be  folly  tested  by  "the  law 
and  testimony."    What  we  have  now  to  deal 
with  m  the  stipendiary's  answer  to  the 
applicator)  for  bail ;  an  answer  striking  at 
the  very  roe*  Of  judicial  independence;  tend- 
ing to  aap  tbe  very  foundation  ot  civil 
liberty;  opening  wide  the  ghastly  jaws  of 
'  absolutism  to  public  gaxe  ;  and  recalling  to 
remembrance  the  administration  of  justice 
under  the  Tudere  wkeu  "  courts  for  treason 
became  tste  ■eaverne  of  murderers."  The 
answer  was  substantially — "I  must  consult 
the  government  fiwt !" 

Thie  extraordinary  answer,  this  unusual 
answer,  Ibis  au*wer  indicating  that  the  Sti- 
pendiary would  neither  trust  to  tne  facts  to 
guide  his  discretion,  aor  ie  his  own  on- 
biassed  judgment,  whether  the  ends  of  jus- 
tice Wonid  be  endangered  by  allowing  the 
alleged  efender  ce  be  bailed  out;  this  an- 
«wer  iodseattog  that  eae  judicial  functionary 
at  leaat  wae  willing  to  consult  Government 
before  be  gave  a  judicial  decision,— this 
answer  m««t  strike  every  one  with  astonish- 
cseot ;  every  man  with  alarm.    There  is  no 
prohibition  against  a  murderer  being  bailed 
out,  let  alone  a  minor  offender..  The  judge 
may  grant  bail  if  he  thinks  proper.  Bail 
lies  entirely  iu  the  discretion  of  the  judge.  If 
the  vjudge— the   committing  magistrate— 
thinks  the  ends  ef  justice  will  be  served 
best  by  refusing  bail,  it  is  lawffal  to  refuse. 
If  he  thinks  that  justice  will  not  be  de- 
frauded by  granting  bail,  it  is  lawful  to 
grant  it.    iail  ia  wholly  e  matter  ef  dis- 
cretion ;  and  the  exercise  ef  that  discretion 
is  a  judicial  act    Yet  we  have  a  judicial 
functionary  wbo  has  expressed  a  willingness 
to  be  guided  in  •  judicial  act  by  the  facts  ? 
No.    By  the  chances  of  the  offender  appear- 
ing for  trial!    No.    But  is  willing  to  be 
guided  by  a  consultation  with  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Such  a  judicial  dogma  as  this  would  call 
out  in  some  communities  the  absolute  de- 
cree: "Cea*e,  magistrate,  thy  functions." 
It  would  be  held  to  be  an  exception  that  no 
necessity  justified.  The  unwary  announce- 
ment of  such  a  docma,  though  it  might  in- 
dicate to  some  seal  for  justice  and  a  lack  of 
craftiness,  yet  to  all  it  must  show  a  subser- 
viency ef  the  magistrate  to  the  will  of  "  the 
powers  that  be  "  that  provokes  alarm  for  our 
liberty  and  invokes  a  public  condemnation. 
The  principle  is  damnable.  If  the  magis- 
trate resides  in  a  democracy — is  elected  by 
universal  suffrage  — is  dependent  on  the 
mob  for  his  place,  he  must,  according  to  this 
role — this  exception  to  British  rules— con- 
sult the  mob  whether  it  will  suit  their  plea- 
sure to  have  the  prisoner  bailed  out  or  kept 
in  a  cell.  The  magistrate  acts  the  subser- 
vient courtier  to  King  Mob.  If  in  a  govern- 
ment like  ours,  where  the  Governor  appoints 
and  upholds,  then  the  magistrate  consults 
with  the  Government.  The  caprice  or  the 
tytanny  of  a  viceroy  and  a  fawning  court 
may  be  the  same  as  with  the  sovereign 
people  and  a  rowdy  rabble.  Neither  one 
nor  the  other  of  these  extremes  can  consti- 
utionally  advise  a  judicial  functionary  in 
his  decision.  It  is  the  facts  elioited  in 
court  to  the  rigid  exclusion  of  everything 
else,  that  guides  the  judge— the  magistrate. 
The  Government,  under  British  rule,  never— 
except  our  polity  is  the  exception. 

♦There  is  no  Star  Chamber  here  to  make 
Magistrates  and  Judges  bow  obedience  or 
punish  honest  jurymen.  Yet  we  hhve  an 
indication  ;— we  have  the  skeleton  of  an 
institution  thakarose  under  the  Plantagenets, 
was  oherished  under  the  Tudors,  but  was 
destroyed  under  the  Stuarts.  The  fossil 
indicates  the  possession  of  life.  Alive  ten 
days  ag  >  1  What  are  the  elements  ef  the 
Star  Chamber—"  the  Government,"  if  the 
nomenclature  of  the  Stipendiary  be  better— 
we  do  not  know.  Where  it  exists  can  better 
be  eooceived  than  described.  And  it  must 
exist  if  the  Stipendiary's  remark  be  correct 
and  his  veracity  is  good.  The  Slar  Cham

worse,  far  worse.  Us  very  name  is  exe- 
crated. The  nearest  indication  now  of  a 
Star  Chamber  is :  **  I  will  consult  with  the 
Government  first"  I 

If  judioial  functionaries,  whether  act- 
ing judicially  or  ministerially,  can  con- 
sult the  Government  about  bail,  there  is 
nothing  to  show  that  it  may  not  be  done 
about  arrest  and  punishment  Let  my  will 
be  done :  not  thine ;— such  may  be  the  in- 
junction of  the  consulted.  Were  a  writ  ot 
habeas  corpus  moved  for,  and  the  consulted 
said :  '«No,»  no  writ  would  issue.  Were  it 
heard,  the  same  invisible  power  would  be 
powerful  enough  to  refuse  liberty.  The 
Sheriff's  panel  of  jurors  might  be  packed,  if 
consultation  occurs  or  is  allowed  between 
the  judiciary  and  the  Government— the  Gov- 
ernment in  the  limited  meaning  of  the  word 
in  the  popular  sense  of  the  term— better 
defined  perhaps  as  the  executive.  We  need 
not  enumerate  eases,  either  aetual  or  suppo- 
sitional. It  is  enoagh  to  know  that  the 
principle  of  judioial  functionaries  consulting 
Government  as  to  what  decision  they  shall 
give  on  a  judioial  question  is  a  damnable 
one.   Let  all  the  people  say,  Amen.

DUNE  OF  AROVLE  ON  AMERICA. 

At  this  doll  season  cf  the  year  it  is  some 
thing  to  get  an  utterance  of  political  matters 
from  a  Cabinet  nritrivter,  BspetjhrHjrwberr 
clearly  expressed  as  by  the  Duke  of  Argyle 
to  bis  tenants  and  clansmen,  who  bad  en- 
tertained him  to  dinner  at  Inverary.  Alter 
expressing  his  anxiety  to  see  the  old  feudal 
feeling  between  landlord  and  tenant  pre- 
served, as  the  best  security  against  the  in- 
roads ot  a  centralizing  tyranny,  he  passed  on 
to  consider  affairs  in  America: 

Whatever  we  may  think  (said  bis  grace) 
ot  that  contest,  in  fairness  to  our  American 
friends,  we  ought  to  admit  that  no  more 
tremendous  issues  were  ever  submitted  to 
the  dread  arbitrament  of  war  than  those 
which  are  now  aubmitted  to  it  upon  the 
American  continent.    I  do  not  care  whether 
we  look  at  it  from  the  Northern  or  from  the 
Southern  poiot  of  tiew.   Take  the  mere 
question  of  what  is  called  the  right  of  se- 
cession.   I  know  of  no  government  which 
has  ever  existed  in  the  world  which  could 
possibly  have  admitted  the  right  of  seces- 
sion from  its  own  allegiance.   There  is  a 
curioua  animal  in  Loch  Pyne  which  1  have 
sometimes  dredged  op  from  the  bottom  of 
the  sen,  and  which  performs  the  most  extra- 
ordinary and  unaccountable  acts  of  suieide 
and  self-destruction.    It  is  a  peculiar  kind 
of  starfish,  which,  when  brought  up  from 
the  bottom  of  the  water,  and  when  any  at- 
tempt is  made  to  take  hold  of  it,  immedi- 
ately throws  off  all  in  arms,  its  very  centre 
breaks  up,  and  nothing  remains  of  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  forms  in  nature  bnt  a  thou- 
sand wriggling  fragments.  Sooh  undoubtedly 
would  have  been  the  fate  of  the  American 
Union  if  its  government  had  admitted  what 
is  called  the  right  of  seoession.  Gentlemen, 
I  think  we  ought  to  admit,  in  fairness  to  the 
Americans,  that  there  are  some  things  worth 
fighting  for,  and  that  national  existence  is 
one  of  these.    And  then,  gentlemen,  if  we 
go  to  the  South,  if  we  look  at  the  matter 
from  the  Southern  point  of  view,  difficult  as 
it  may  be  for  us  to  do  so,  I  must  say  also 
that  I  am  not  surprised  at  their  conduct  If 
they  believe — as  they  loudly  proclaim  that 
tbey  do  believe— that  slavery  is  not  an  evil 
which  is  to  be  tolerated  only  and  brought  to 
an  end  if  possible,  but  a  Divine  institution 
for  the  benefit  of  mankind,  to  be  maintained, 
and,  if  possible,  extend,  and  which  if  it  is 
assailed,  even  in  *  single  outpost,  most  be 
defended  to  the  death,  then,  even  though  the 
citadel  of  slavery  be  not  assailed,  but  only 
an  important  outwork,  then  it  is  but  nstural 
that  the  South  should  rise  in  its  defence. 
But,  of  course,  in  this,  as  in  all  other  revolu- 
tions, those  who  take  part  in  them  must  be 
judged  finally  by  the  moral  verdiot  of  man 
kind  upon  the  justice  of  the  cause  which 
they  have  risen  to  assert.    But,  whatever 
may  be  our  private  sympathies,  we  as  a  na- 
tion must  take  no  part  whatever  in  the  con- 
test.   Most  earnestly  do  we  trust  and  pray 
that  it  may  be  brought  to  a  speedy  end  ;  and 
yet  I  confess  that  there  is  another  wish 
which  I  think  in  our  mind  ought  to  stand 
even  before  this  one,  and  that  is  the  wish 
thr.t  the  end  of  this  war,  whenever  it  does 
come,  be  it  soon  or  late,  may  be  such  as 
shall  be  worth  the  sacrifice  and  the  cost- 
such  as  shall  tend  to  the  civilisation  of  the 
world,  and  promote  the  cause  of  human  f 

There  is,  I  think,  a  hidden  wish  in  this 
speech,  which  for  official  reasons  the  speaker 
suppressed,  for  the  suocess  of  the  North— if 
that  success  be  followed  by  the  abolition  of 
slavery.  Wiser  than  Sir  J.  Parkington,  his 
grace  recommend!  what  ought  to  be  out  true 
policy.  "  Remonstrate  1"  says  8ir  John, 
"but  don't  interfere."  "Protest  and  go  about 
your  business,"  said  Lord  Ellenborough  to 
Howe.  Will  not  the  Yankees  in  their  pres. 
ent  temper  say  the  same.  If  they  did  we 
ahould  occupy  a  truly  dignified  position. 

FBINCE  OF  WALES  AT  THE    MIDDLE  TEMPLE. 

The  dingy  courts  of  the  Temple,  redolent 
of  tobacco  and  law.  will  long  remember  the 
31et  of  October.  Usually  quiet  with  almost 
an  awful  stillness,  tbey  were  on  that  day 
frightened  from  their  propriety  by  a  novel 
ceremony.  Latterly  the  "  hon.  Society  of 
the  Middle  Temple"  discovered  that  its 
librarv  was  not  a  convenient  one,  so  they 
determined  to  build  another  and  to  make  it 
a  very  fine  building  indeed.  In  this  latter 
lesolntion  they  have  not  succeeded,  for  the 
building  is  a  failure.  It  i«,  I  believe,  a 
pure  Gothic  building,  but  its  defect  is  one 
common  to  suoh  buildings,  as  may  be  seen 
by  the  numerous  specimens  in  Belgium,  yii: 
that  it  is  too  high  lor  its  length.  It  in  fact 
looks  incomplete,  andTProduces  anything  but 
a  pleasing  efieot  on  the  unsophisticated 
spectator  who  is  not  influenced  a  rush  by 
being  told  of  its«Oothio  perfection.  How 
ever,  the  library  was  finished  and  H  was 
then  necessary  to  look  about  tor  somebody 
to  open  it  with  doe  formality,  and  for 
purpose  the  Prince  of  Wales  gracioaefy  gave 


his  services.    Greet  was  the  fuss  made  by 
the  benchers  and  the  Inn.    Of  course  every 
body  wanted  tickets,  but  they  were  only 
issued  to  members  of  the  Inn.  So  numerous 
were  these  that  it  was  soon  found  it  would 
be  impossible  that  all  should  breakfast  in 
the  old  ball.    To  obviate  this  a  large  pavil- 
ion was  built  in  Fountain  Court  to  accommo- 
date 500  persons,  for  (he  hall  would  only 
accommodate  250.    At  2  o'clock  the  Prince 
of  Wales  arrived  and  was  attended  by  a 
guard  of  honor  of  the  lamed  legal  regiment, 
"  the  Devil's  Own."    Having  been  escorted 
to  the  Parliament  chamber,  sfler  certain 
formalities  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and 
made  a  bencher  of  the  Inn.   The  Parlia- 
ment having  adjourned,  a  procession  was 
formed  and  the  Prince  proceeded  to  the 
library,  which,  in  a  very  few  words,  he  de- 
clared opened.   The  procession  then  went 
to  the  Temple  Church,  where  there  was  a 
special  service  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Robinson, 
Master  of  the  Temple.   At  4  o'clock  750 
guests  sat  down  to  what  was  called  a  dejeu- 
ner, but  which  was  in  tact  a  sumptuous  ban- 
quet.   No  speeches  were  made,  and  but 
very  few  toasts  drunk.   The  Prince  of  Wales 
gave  in  about  ten  words  "  prosperity  to  the 
profession  and  domus."    Shortly  afterwards 
the  Prince  left  the  Hall.    A  brilliant  con- 
versazione in  the  evening  finished  the  day's 
pleasure.    People'here  ask  what  good  it  is 
make  the  Prince  a  bencher.  The  only  an 
swer  yet  discovered  is  that. he  will  be  able 
to  give  the  Queen  and  Prince  Albert  and 
family  orders  for  the  Temple  ohurcb  and 
gardens. 

CADETS  AT  WOOLWICH.

LOCAL.  INTELLIGENCE. 

Friday,  January  10. 
The  Weatheb  and  Live  Stoce.— We 
are  afraid,  if  the  snow  lies  on  the  ground 
for  any  length  of  time,  that  great  Ices  will 
be  entailed  on  farmers  in  the  out  lying  dis- 
tricts. The  winters  have  been  generally  so 
mild  heretofore  that  farmers  were  in  the 
habit  of  disposing  of  the  greater  portion  of 
the  fodder  raised.  The  same  habit  was 
pursued  last  fall,  and  the  consequence  is 
that  sinoe  snow  has  fallen  the  stock,  unable 
longer  to  supply  themselves,  have  turned 
vainly  to  their  owners  for  food.  One  farmer 
tells  os  that  he  has  90  head  of  cattle  and 
only  enough  fodder  to  last  till  the  1st  of  next 
month.  None  of  his  neighbors,  he  saya,  are 
near  so  well  off,  and  the  majority  have 
hardly  a  wisp  of  hsy  or  straw  in  their  barns. 
The  consequences,  we  fear,  will  be  disas- 
trous to  our  farming  interests  should  the 
present  state  of  weather  continue  for  any 
length  of  time.

Horrible  Attempt  at  Murder. 
A  most  desperate  and  horrible  piece  of  villainy 
was  perpetrated  on  Monday  last,  at  the  ranoll  of 
Mr.  Thomas  B.  Parker,  near  Poland's,  about  20 
miles  from  Btookton,  says  the  Republican.    It  ap- 
pears that  Mr.  H.  B.  Drew  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Johnson, 
the  latter  of  whom  has  been  at  work  upon  Mr.  Par- 
ker'a  ranch,  took  a  bottle  of  whisky  to  the  ranch 
on  fluudey  evening,  where  they  staid  all  night. 
They  had  consumed  a  portion  of  the  liquor  before 
they  went  to  bed,  but  enough  remained  for  them  to 
take  a  dram  in  the  morning.   When  they  arose 
they  set  the  bottle  out  in  the  granary,  and  after  do- 
iog  tome  little  work  about  the  place,  the*  In  com- 
pany with  Mr.  Parker  took  a  drink,  Mr.  P.  drink- 
ing last.   When  he  drank  he  complained  of  a  bit- 
ter taste  to  the  liquor,  and  be  alao  got  a  mouthful 
of  something  which  he  supposed  to  be  some  harm- 
less article,  and  spit  it  out.   The  three  then  sat 
down  and  ate  breakfast,  and  Mr.  Johnson  com- 
plained of  a  slight  iliness  while  eating.   The  three 
then  started  off.

After  he  had  partially  recovered,  he  again  mounted 
and  went  on  to  Dorety's,  but  when  he  arrived,  he 
had  .o  be  takvn  from  his  horse  into  the  house 
Susperting  that  he  bad  been  poisoned  he  prooured 
eggs,  camphor  and  other  articles  and  swallowed 
them  as  quickly  as  possible;  aud  it  was  well  that 
he  did.  as*  hi.        soon  became  ..  est  that  nothing 
could  bo  got  down  his  throat.

At  the  close  of  the  fourth  day,  Mr.  Cho- 
quette's  wife  (  a  Stickeen  woman)  was  taken 
violently  ill,  and  he  accordingly  placed  her 
in  a  canoe  and  came  down  the  stream.  The 
Indians,  although  threatening,  committed 
no  depredations  upon  the  property  of  the 
prospector,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  his  alliance 
with  their  countrywoman.    The  higher  Mr. 
C.  ascended  the  river,  the  coarser  the  gold 
became.     Several  small  stream*  making 
into  the  Stickeen  river  from  the  North  and 
South  were  prospected,  but  the  results  were 
not  satisfactory.    Four  Indians,  who  worked 
in  company  with  the  prospector,  made  as 
high  as  $9  a  day  to  the  hand.    Mr.  Cho- 
quette says  lie  found  gold  on  the  Naas  ri  v.t 
two  years  ago,  and  that  on  several  other 
rivers  making  into  the  ocean  between  the 
Naas  and  Stickeen..  he  got  good  prospects. 
He  has  mined  in  California  asd  was  a  '58 
pioneer  on  the  Fraser,  and  declares  that  he 
never  saw  a  more  favorable  looking  country 
for  minerals  trnrtr-that  bordering  on  the 
Slickeen.  So  confident  is  he  of  finding  great 
diggings  that  he  will  return  as  soon  as  he 
can  procure  an  outfit  and  a  conveyance. 
Mr.  Choquette  seems  a  very  stiaightforward 
man,  and  his  veracity  i«  vouched  for  by  per- 
sons to  whom  he  is  well  known.

Destruction  or  Cotton  in  South  Caro 
lina.  —  The  Charleston  correspondent  of  the 
Richmond  Examiner,  Nov.  21,  says: 

The  amount  of  cotton  abandoned  on  the  planta- 
tions was  very  considerable.  It  is  not  easy  to 
estimate  the  quantity  with  certainty,  but  is  gener- 
ally said  to  bo  about  fifteen  hundred  balee.  Many 
of  the  planters,  before  quitting,  set  fire  to  then- 
crops  ftnd  such  other  combustible  property  on  their 
premises  a*  eourtd  not  be  removed.  It  Is  certainly 
to  be  regretted  that,  in  the  confusion  that  pre- 
vailed, this  very  proper  step  was  not  more  gener- 
ally taken. 

But  the  first  surprise  at  the  invasion  has  now 
died  away,  and  I  think  the  Northern  Government 
may  reckon,  without  fear  of  mistake,  that  it  has 
obtained  the  very  last  bag  of  ootlon,  and  also  the 
last  contraband,  that  it  can  ever  hope  to  seise  by 
pouncing  upon  the  coast  of  8outh  Carolina.  Con- 
certed arrangements  between  the  planters  and  the 
military  authorities  have  wisely  been  m»de  by 
which  no  plantation  will  in  future  be  abandoned 
until  the  crop  is  utter  consumed,  the  gin  house 
and  other  buildings  destroyed,  the  live  stock 
driven  off,  and  the  hands  removed  to  the  interior. 
In  the  most  exposed  localities,  that  is,  the  islands 
adjacent  to  Port  Royal,  on  which  the  enemy  may 
at  any  moment  make  his  appearance,  the  work  of 
destruction  is  already  commenced. 

For  the  past  few  days  gangs  of  negroes  from  the 
seacoast,  laden  with  such  effects  as  they  can  carry, 
and  followed  by  droves  of  mules  and  horses,  have 
been  passing  through  this  city  on  their  way  to  the 
back  country.  Night  before  last  the  whole  atmos- 
phere in  the  city,  and  for  miles  around,  notwith- 
standing the  bright  moonlight,  was  hasy  and  lurid. 
Many  could  not  account  for  the  phenomenon.  It 
waa  the  effect  of  the  wholesale  conflagration  nf 
cotton  now  going  on  at  Edisto  and  other  Islands 
intervening  between  Port  Royal  and  Charleston. 
Whenever  the  marauders  chose  next  to  land— and 
It  is  useless  to  disguise  the  fact  that  they  can  land 
at  a  great  many  points— they  will  find  nothing  but 
devastated  fields,  deserted  by  all  save  the  avenging 
presence  of  tho  partisan  riflemen.  The  patriotic 
sacrifice  which  has  been  msde  by  our  planters  is 
all  the  greater  when  we  consider  that  the  crops  of 
the~F*«t  season  have  far  exceeded  the  best  ever 
before  known. 

In  my  last  letter  I  alluded  to  the  strength  of  the 
defences  at  Charleston.  Savannah  also  has  been 
strongly  fortified,  on  a  plan  for  which  the  confor- 
mation of  its  harhor  aff  ords  peculiar  facilities ; 
and  I  understand  that  Gen.  Lee  says  that  that  city 
is  now  in  a  condition  to  make  a  protracted  and 
successful  defenoe.  Gen.  Lee  has  gone  to  Bruns- 
wick, Georgia.

THfC  WEATHER— TIOLBUT  O ALES,  ETC. 

Winter  ia  now  upon  us,  and  with  a  sud- 
dennes  which  has  taken  us  all  by  surprise. 
It  has  usbeied  in  its  presence  with  gales 
and  hurricanes  of  the  most  violent  charac- 
ter, resulting  in  much  loss  of  life  and  ship- 
ping.   In  the  northern  ports,  at  Shields  and 
Scarborough,  and  along  the  Eaat  coast  at 
Great  Yarmouth,  tbe  loss  has  been  enor- 
mous.  At  Scarborough  a  fearful  aooident 
occurred.    Tbe  life-boat  was  beaten  back 
by  tbe  wavea  in  spite  of  the  effort*  of  her 
orew,  and  dashed   with  terrific  violence 
against  the  Spa  wall.    Several  of  ber  crew 
weie  lost,  and  some  of  the  spectators  on  the 
beach,  in  their  endeavors  to  assist  the  ill- 
fated  boat,  were  also  drowned,  or,  getting 
between  the  boat  and  tbe  wall,  crushed 
against  the  latter.    Among  these  were  Lord 
Charles  Beauclerc  and  a  Mr.  W.  Tindall. 
This  latter  gentleman  was  carried  out  to  sea, 
I  but  the  body  of  Lord  C.  Beauclerc  was  re- 
covered,  but  only  just  to  find  life  expiring 
At  Great  Yarmouth  many  fishing  boats  and 
their  crews  have  been  lost,  and  the  same 
may  be  aaid  of  Shielda.    Since  the  storm 
when  the  Royal  Charter  was  wrecked^  no 
such  loss  has  been  sustained  among  our 
shipping.

On  arriving  at  the  Fort,  they  were  introduced 
to  Col.  Dimmick,  who  said :  "  Gentlemen,  I  am 
most  happy  to  receive  you  in  Fort  Warren."  The 
Marshall  here  informed  the  prisoners  that  he 
would  be  under  the  necessity  of  searching  their 
bag  gag*  and  requested  them  to  band  over  their 
keya.  They  complied,  and  a  thorough  search 
was  made,  bnt  no  paper  a  or  dispatches  of  any  kind 
were  found.  The  Marshall  then  returned  the 
keys,  sad  the  prisoners  were  shown  to  their 
quarters. 

The  probability  is  that  all  their  official  papers 
were  deposited  in  tbe  maill  bag  of  the  Trent,  or 
they  might  have  been  transferred  to  the  ladies  who 
accompanied  them,  as  there  was  ample  time  for 
that  purpose  before  they  were  taken  from  the

Henry  W.  Halleck  of  California  has  also 
been  made  u  major-general  for  similar  rea 
sons,  k  He  never  yet  has  commanded  or 
manoeuvred  aa  much  as  a  battalion.  But  his 
lectures  on  the  art  of  war,  which  have  since 
their  delivery  been  published  in  book  form, 
showed  him  to  have  studied  tbe  art  tho- 
roughly, and  the  War  Department  has  on 
that  ground  made  him  a  major-general.  So 
much  confidence  has  Government  in  his 
abilities  that  hia  name  has  been  mentioned 
as  successor  to  Fremont,  and  in  still  higher 
connection.

parti  petre  in  France.  The  results  of  this 
dishonest  policy  are  most  lamentable  to 
Italy.  Under  the  protection  of  the  Frenoh 
arms,  the  ex-King  of  Naples  aod  the  Pope 
send  forth  their  brigands  to  carry  desolation 
into  the  southern  provinces,  and  when  their 
ruffians  are  defeated  afford  them  an  aaylum 
which  French  troops  render  inviolable.  So 
that,  if  effects  be  traced  up  to  their  real 
cauae,  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  the  ally, 
the  liberator,  and  the  soi  disant  friend  of 
Italy,  ia  the  abettor  of  the  brigands,  whose 
atrocities  of  late  have  carried  termr  into  South 
Italy.  If  Franoe  alone  fights  for  ideas,  let  us 
thank  God  England  does  not.  Italy  owes  a 
large  debt  of  gratitude  to  France;  but  cer- 
tainly France  is  paying  herself  by  the  trials 
she  is  inflicting  on  that  beautiful  but  hitherto 
ill-fated  country. 

THE  PRESS  IN  FRANCE. 

Several  severe  measures  have  been  taken 
bv  M.  do  Peraigny  against  the  press, 
who  since  his  proclamation  of  last  year  on 
the  benefits  of  a  free  discussion,  has  done 
his  best  to  inaugurate  a  contrary  policy. 
The  CoMfner  dee  Alps  and  the  Journal  des 
Rennet  have  received  a  first  warning,  as 
have  also  the  France  Contrale  and  the  Revue 
det  Deux  Mondes.  The  latter  baa  been  given 
in  consequence  of  a  passage  in  the  well- 
known  "Chronicle  of  the  Fortnight,"  writte 
by  M.  Forcade.  The  passage  designated  in 
tbe  avertissement,  and  declared  to  be  one  in 
which  the  author  resorta  to  the  moat  un 
truthful  statements  in  order  to  propagate 
alairn  in  the  country  and  excite  hatred 
against  the  Government,"  ocours  in  tbe 
course  of  an  elaborate  discussion  of  the 
policy  of  the  Bank  of  Franoe  in  prospect  of 
a  deficient  wheat  harvest.  The  argument 
is  that  there  is  no  good  financial  government 
without  political  liberty.  The  real  cause  of 
the  avertissement  to  the  Revue  des  Deux 
Mondes  is  said  to  be  some  artioles  which 
appeared  in  that  periodical  vindicating  the 
generals  of  the  French  army  whose  charac- 
ters Napoleon  I.  had  aspersed  in  order  to 
cover  hia  own  blunders.  The  notion  baa 
oaused  great  excitement  in  Franoe,  where 
tbe  Revue  holds  a  rank  far  higher  than  that 
held  by  oar  two  "  Quarterlies7'  iu  England. 
The  police  have  also  aeixed  the  remaining 


that  claas  which  finds  the  distinction 
between  meum  and  tuum  too  difficult  for 
their   intellectual   and    moral  capacities.

Here 
we  ahall  obtain  some  information  perhaps  of 
Mimstarial  views  and  intentions.    Fur  it  is 
to  this  oo  -asion  that  people  look  to  be  idem- 
nified  for  the  long  silence  which  intervenes 
between  one  session  and  another.  There 
are  many  topics  on  which  Lord  Palmerston 
may  dilate.    We  should  all  like  to  know 
something  more  about  the  Mexican  expe- 
dition, our  relations  with  the  United  States, 
sod  the  all-absorbing  qoestioo  of  cotton.

HEETIHOS.

At  Plymouth  Mr.  W.  Morrison, 
the  Liberal  candidate,  has  beaten  hia  oppo- 
nent, the  Hon.  W.  W.  Addington,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  200.  At  Cai  lisle,  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Sir  James  Graham,  Mr.  Potter,  a 
liberal,  it  is  reported,  will  be  easily  returned; 
not  without  a  struggle,  however, 


furnished  us  with  som?  additional  and  inter- 
esting items  of  intelligence  from  Cariboo. 
There  are  about  75,000  pounds  of  flour  at 
the  Forks  of  Quesnelle,  and  125,000  pounds 
of  other  goods.    At  Beaver  Lake  there  are 
25,000  pounds  of  every  description  of  mer- 
chandise, most  of  which  will  be  taken  to  the 
Forks,  before  the  spring  immigration  arrives, 
on  the  backs  of  Indians.    Ihe  only  article 
of  which  there  was  a  scarcity  up  to  Decem- 
ber 1st,  was  candles,  which  were  selling  at 
S2  50  a  pound  !    Think  of  paying  S50  for  a 
20-pound  box  of  greaay  illuminators !  As 
there  is  a  good  supply  of  lard  on  hand,  that 
•class  of  citizens  who  have  not  got  a  big 
thing  ahead  for  next  season,  are  burning  it 
for  economic  reasons,    The  credit  system 
is  at  an  end  till  next  spring — the  merchants 
having  unanimously  resolved  nnt  to  sell  any 
goods  this  winter  except  for  cash.  The 
members  of  one  firm,  whose  name  we  have, 
claim  to  have  $16,000  credited  out.  The 
Indians  for  packing  100  pounds  from  the 
Forks  of  Quesnelle  to  Antler  Creek  receive 
S40  a  trip,  whu-h  generally,  owing  to  tbe 
deep  anow,  consumes  the  best  part  of  a  week. 
From  Beaver  Lake  to  the  Forks,  $10  is  paid 
for  each  100  pounds  packed.    Four  or  five 
white  men  were  making  hand-sleds  at  the 
latter  place  on  which  they  proposed  freight- 
ing goods  to  Antler ;  and  McCarthy  (a  well- 
known  packer)  was  preparing  dog-sleds  at 
Fort  Alexandria  to  run  between  the  Forks 
and  Antler  with  freight  at  30  cents  per 
pound.    Several  parties  were  engaged  in 
sawing  lumber  on  the  banks  of  Quesnelle, 
and  they  were  aelling  it  at  SI25  per  1000 
feet ;  the  demand  waa  very  light.    Flour  at 
the  Forka  waa  worth  $72  per  barrel ;  beans, 
45  cents  per  pouod :  bacon,  68  cents ;  best 
India  rubber  boots,  S16  ;  axes,  §6  ;  long- 
handled  shovels,  95  ;  picks,  $6.   The  bridge 
over  tbe  South  Fork  has  been  raised  three 
feet  in  anticipation  of  high  water  so  soon  aa 
the  snow  melts.  The  flumes  and  wing-dams 
on  the  North  and  South  Forka  are  about 
completed,  and  tbe  first  thaw  that  arrives 
will  find  the  minora  busily  engageJ  in  work- 


ing foe  beds  of  those  streams.  Just  before 
our  informant  started  to  come  down  the  dis- 
covery of  a  rich  silver  mine,  between  Beavt 
Lake  and  Alexandria;  was  announced, 
weather  waa  intensely  cold  and  the  snow 
three  feet  deep.  ^

No  ITous*.— Ye*terday,  despite  the  blind- 
iog  snow  storm,  four  meraberi  of  Assembly 
braved  the  dangers  of  a  walk  across  James 

Bridge,  and  appeared  on  the  porch  of  the 
legislative  hall.    The  names— they  deserve 
to  be  written  in  diamond  dust— of  the  un- 
daunted patriots  were:  the  Speaker,  and 
Messrs.  Bornaby,  Ring  and  Trutch.  These 
"  good  men  and  true"  kicked  their  heels  on 
the  porch  until  the  hour  of  lour  arrived, 
when,  the  odd   member  necessary"  for  a 
cho-rum  not  being  come-at-able,  an  adjourn- 
ment took  place  till  Thursday  of  next  week. 
Coining  along  the   beautiful   and  classic 
Bridcage   Walk,    the    Speaker  suddenly 
hummed  a  stave  of  "  Would  I  were  a  boy 
again,"  and  quite   unexpectedly  whacked 
the  sedate  and  philosophic  legal  member  on 
the  back  of  the  head  with  a  snow-ball.  The 
latter,  declaring  that  "  fair  play  was  a  jewel," 
turned  briskly  on  his  honorable  assailant  and 
kept  up  such  a  fire  of  cold  shot  from  large 
arms  that  he  toon  compelled  him  to  take 
refuge  behind  the  Land  Office,  from  whence 
a  desultory  fire  on  the  enemy  was  kept  up 
until  the  arrival  of  Messrs.  Burnaby  and 
Trutob,  who,  taking  the  side  of  the  M  limb  of 
the  law,"  soon  stormed  the  battery  and  com- 
pelled their  chief  to  surrender  uncondition- 
ally to  the  disciple  of  Blackstone.    None  ef 
the  participants  in  the  battle  were  in  the 
least  injured— if  we  except  the  Speaker's 
famed  wrecker  hat,  the  former  symmetrical 
proportions  of  which  were  forever  ruined  a\ 
a  well-directed  ball  propelled  full  against  it 
by  the  nervous  arm  of  the  legal  gent.

The  Tesascrt  Defalcation. — The  case 
of  Henry  B.  Campbell,  formerly  clerk  of  the 
Treasury  .examined  on  a  charge  of  embezzle 
ment,  preferred  by  Robt.  Ker,  Public  Au- 
ditor, came  up  again  yesterday  before  the 
stipendiary   magistrate.    Mr.   H.  Walker, 
barrister,  from  British  Columbia,  appeared 
and  asked  permission  to  introduce  further 
evidence  for  the  prosecution — a  new  case 
having  come  to  light  since  the  previous 
examination,  from  which  i:  appeared  that  a 
certain  sum  of  money  was  receipted  for  by 
Mr.  Gampbell,  which  had  never  been  ac- 
counted for  on  the  books.    Mr.  Ring,  for 
the  defence,  opposed  the  application,  remark- 
ing that  the  accused  and  the  counsel  on 
both  sides  had  met  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing his  honor's  decision  as  to  whether  the 
evidence  produced  for  the  prosecution  would 
warrant  the  sending  of  the  case  to  a  higher 
court.    Mr.  Pemberton  said  that  the  case 
was  closed  on  Thursday  last,  and  that  no 
fresh  evidence  oould  be  introduced  on  the 
same  charge.    His  honor  then  delivered  a 
decision  to  the  effect  that  as  there  were  two 
sums  of  money  received  by  Campbell  that 
did  not  appear  to  have  been  accounted  for, 
the  Court  fell  it  its  duty  to  commit  the  ac- 
cused for  trial.    Bail  was  accepted  in  the 
sum  of  £1000,  for  the  appearance  of  Mr. 
Campbell  at  the  Court  of  Assizes. 

The  Trial  or  the  Late  Treasurer 
and  his  Clerk.— It  has  not  yet  beeu  de- 
cided whether  to  postponj  the  trial  of  Capt. 
Gordon  and  Mr.  Campbell  until  a  period 
subsequent  to  the  return  of  Attorney  General 
Cary,  or  to  proceed  with  their  cases  at  the 
regular  term  of  the  Court  of  Assizes,  which 
will  (or  should)  commence  on  Monday  next, 
13th  inst.  Mr.  Crease,  Attorney  General  of 
British  Columbia,  has  positively  declined  to 
prosecute  his  former  friend— the  ax- Treas- 
urer—and  Mr.  Hopson  Walker,  a  British 
Columbian  barrister,  in  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Cary,  has  been  retained  by  the  Government 
to  conduct  the  prosecution  in  both  cases. 
Our  impression  is,  if  the  January  term  ot 
the  Assizes  commences  at  the  usual  time,that 
the  accused  Will  then  both  be  arraigned  fur 

trial.

01  course,  it  is  not  intended  to  do  away  with 
the  telegraph.

Froh   the  West   Coast.— The  yacht 
Templar,Alabaster  master,  arrived  from  the 
West  Coast  oi"  thia  Island  yesterday  morn- 
ing.   The  Indiana  are  peaceable,  but  many 
of  them  are  out  of  fish  and  are  on  the  verge 
of  starvation,  in  consequence  of  the  unlooked 
for  severity  of  the  season.    About  four  weeks 
ago  the  Clay-ah-quit  Indians  picked  up  on 
the  beach  a  ship:s  long-boat,  painted  white 
on  the  bottom  and  black  on  the  eides,in  good 
order  and  containing  not  a  drop  of  water. 
There  waa  no  name  on  the  boat  by  which  it 
could  be  identified.    The  Esout  It  dians, 
about  the  same  time,  picked  up  four  dead 
cattle,  seveial  spars  and  casks  and  a  small 
keg.    The  spars  appeared  to  have  formed 
part  of  the  cargo  of  a  lumber-laden  '  vessel, 
and  the  keg  contained  a  number  of  papers 
which  the  natives  refused  to  deliver  up  or 
permit  Capt.  Alabaster  to  examine  unless 
five  blankets  were  first  poliatcbed.  Where 
the  wails  came  from  is  a  matter  of  doubt,  as 
uo  vessel  is  known  to  be  missing.  Some 
persons  are  of  opinion  that  they  form  a  portion 
ot  the  product  of  the  great  Oregon  flood,  and 
have  been  driven  up  by  favorable  currents 
and  winds.

Threatened  Irian  Famine. 
A  considerable  portion  of  Ireland  is  again 
threatened  with  famine.    From  the  mouth 
of  the  Foyle  to  the  broad  estuary  of  the 
Shannon,  the  failure  of  the  polato  crop  i* 
said  to  be  more  general  and  complete  than 
in  any  year  since  1846.  For  several  seasons 
after  the  calamitous  era,  the  smaller  land- 
holders showed  their  distrust  of  Ihe  unrelia- 
ble root ;  and  the  re-appearance  of  the  die- 
ease,  though  in  a  modified  form,  was  calcu* 
lated  to  check  any  premature  return  to  the 
old  dependence  upon  it  as  a  main  article  of 
food.    Great  pains  were  taken  meanwhile 
to  encourage  the  cultivation  of  turnips,  man- 
gold, flax  and  other  green  crop*.    The  vast 
decrease  in  thH  laboring  population  rendered 
the  temptation  to  plant  the  prolific  potato 
less  and  less  every  year ;  and  the  formaiiou 
of    many    large    pasture    farms,  where 
whole   villages  and  their  potaio  garden* 
had  once  existed,   led  to  the  supposition 
that  whether  the  inscrutable  blight  which 
had  caused  so  much  suffering  from  1845 
to   1849,  re-appeared   or  not,   we  ahouli 
bear  no  more  of  acute  aud  widespread  desti 
tuiion.    The  failure  of  the  potaio  is  still  the 
principal  cause  of  the  danger  to  which  the 
peasantry  are  expected,  though  olhcr  eir- 
cumstances  in  the  present  year  tend  greatly 
to  aggravate  it.    The  continuous  rains  in 
the  counties  we  have  named,  and  we  are 
sorry  to  say,  in  several  of  those  adjacent  to 
them,  have  rendered  it  impossible  to  save 
Ihe  hay  crop  from  destruction,  or  the  turf, 
which  constitutes  the  unit  fuel  of  the  dis- 
trict, in  a  condition  fit  for  present  use.  We 
quite  believe  that  most  of  the  mischief  that 
has  so  often  arisen  in  this  extreme  western 
district  is  referable  to  the  want  of  diaining, 
and  that  the  best  mode  in  which  present 
relief  can  be  afforded  is  bv  promoting  lhat 
most  essential  of  all  means  of  physical  civil- 
ization and  permanent  improvement.

Thinking  the 
animal  had  received  his  death  wound,  the 
boat  returned  to  the  ship,  but  scarcely  had 
she  arrived  alongside,  when  the  Bhnrk  reap 
peared  as  before.  A  harpoon  was  now  taken 
into  the  boa/  and  the  shark  again  allowed 
himself  to  ye  approached  sufficiently  near  to 
befctruck,  when  he  again  disappeared.  Line 
was  now  paid  out,  and  the  boat  was  towed 
some  distance,  till  assistance  arriving,  the 
monster  was  killed  by  repeated  stabs  of  lhe 
lance.  Most  of  the  contents  of  his  maw  was 
disgorged  while  being  hauled  on  board,  and 
on  being  opened, some  fragments  which  were 
unrecognizable,  and  an  8-pound  tin  of  pre- 
served meat  were  all  that  were  found.
